again here. 


The Western Foreign Minis- 
ters in Washington  themsclves 
decided to make “a new re- 
solute effort” to bring about an 
agreement with Russla on a 
final post-war settlement with 
Austria. 


And Dr. Leopold Fig), the 
Austrian Federal | Chancellor, 
has sinew declared that he ex- 
pects the Austrian treaty negd- 
tlations to be r-sumed‘at the 
end of this month (October). 


Austria at present is unique 
among the nations, She is the 
only one of the lands overrun 
by Hitler's troops which is still 
occupied by the Allies, She Is 
the only country under four< 
power occupation which has 
managed to retain its unity. And 
she ds the only country occupied 
by the Soviet Union where a 
Communist regime “has not 
been set up, at least in that 
part occupied ‘by the Russians.” 


But Austria is tired ‘of some 
at least of ‘these reasons for 
-being -unique, -—-—-— 

Although she was sdlemnly 
declared ‘to’be a “liberated” 
country and not a defeated 
enemy and despite solemn pro- 
mises that her Intergrity and 
soverelgnty should be restored, 
she is stiit burdened with a 
four-power gecupation which 
shows no signs of being alleviat- 


ed. 

-She has seen Hungary, Bul- 
goria, Rumania—lands which 
were at war with the Allies— 
given their peace treaties, She 
has seen Japan given a peace 
treaty and. Westerm Germany 
given a far lighter terms of 
occupation and now finally 
offcred a contract of peace. 


LITTLE CHANCE 


_ Austria today ig filled with 
envy and hopts to be next on 
the list to get her treaty . and 
the fulfilment of the promises 
made during the war. ; 

But, despite the justice, the 
reasonableness and the modesty 
of the Austrian demands, ex- 
perts who should know mest of 
the matter express the belief 
that Austria is today further 
from getting her treaty than 
-ever before. , 

In support of this theory, they 
argue that Russia has cogent, 
strategic, economic and pro- 
paganda reasons for not wishing 
to leave Ausiria—reasons which 
have become more powerful in 
recent months. _ 

In the days when the Austrian 
treaty negotiotions were at their 
peak and ¢heir-success seemed 
only a ‘matter of days or weeks, 
rand ‘the payment of a .com- 
paratively small sum in dollars, 
Austria was of little strategic 
Interest to the Western ; owers,
